Ottawa, Feb, 26.—During “he fur- 
ther consideration of the grain act 
in the Commons today, Hon. G. EB. 
Woster gave additional explanations 
of the policy of the governmen* in 
regard to the ownership of term'nal 
elevators. He said the government 
would lease or purchase two and per- 
haps three elevators at Fort William 
and ‘hat they would be run under 
the supervision of the grain board. 
The government, he said, did not 
Propose to undertake the responsi- 
bility of going in for the purchas 
of all the terminal elevators, but she 
experiment to be tmade Pould be 
upon a large enough scale to demon- 
strate the truth or otherwise, Ine 
charge that there have been diston- 
est practices in connection with the 
operation’ of these elevators. 

Incidentally, tWe minister said that 
he was very well satiefled that there 
had been little or no dishonesty prac- 
tieed during 1910-1911, 

The attitude of the 
members was critical.

Colonel Sam Hughes, minister of 
militia, agroed with Mr. MacDonald 
in practically all that he said, and 
in closing his speech, expressed doubt 
as to Whether the D. R. A. would this 
year send the team to Bisley. He 
traced the opposition to the Koss rifle 
in England to the manufacturers of 
@mall arms and announced thay the 
Canadian government had offered to 
loan the British 10,000 long Koss 
rifles, which would put the two coum 
tries on exactly the same footing. 

When the House met, Robert Bick- 
erdike (St. Lawrence, Montreal) sald 
that he wished to point out to the 
House that a bill which appeared up- 
on the order paper relating ,to the 
changing of the name of Queens Uni- 
versity, was a matter with which this 
parliament had no power to deal. He

The Minister's Repty, 

The minister of militia, replying 
to Mr. MacDonald, said that for sey- 
eral years objection had been taken 
to the use of the Ross rifle at Bisley. 
The success of the rifle had increased 
the sale subse juent to the initial suc- 
cess of the riflo on the ranges at Bis 
ley. Then objections were raised, The 
first objection was that the Ress rifle 
used at Risley was not the same rifle 
with which Canadian troops are arm- 
ed. The same thing could be said of 
the British arm used at Bisley. The 
minister agreed with Mr. MacDonald 
that Canadian marksmen had not been 
properly treated at Bisley. Exception 
had been taken to the position assum- 
ed by some of the men when firing 
on the target. 

He would point out that Lord Kit- 
chener had approved this position be- 
cause in firing, the soldier put his 
head closer to the ground. It had 
also been approved by Lord Roberts. 
Colemel Hughes suid that the climax 
of the trouble vas reached when the 
N.R.A. framed a rule in regard co; 
sights which would prohibit the use 
ot Ross rifles hecause the sights could 
not be attached in the manner describ- 
ed in the rule.

Right million bushels of wheat 
have already been shipped from 
Western Canada into the United 
States since the railways relin- 
quished their grip sufficiently to 
haul grain across the line, On 
each bushel sold in the Republic 
a duty of 256 cents per bushel has 
to be paid. A total of $2,000,000 
which would else have gone into 
the pockets of the Canadian far 
mers has thus been transfered to 
the treasury at Washington, sup 
posing the whole eight million 
bushels to have been sold in the 
United States. Twenty-five cents 
per bushel taken off the Minne- 
apolis price would, however. 
bring the net proceeds down to 
less than the Liverpool price less 
freight.

COMMISSION FOR ‘‘THE 
INTERESTS."’ 

It does not require much study 
to decide what direction the in- 
i vestigations of the tariff com- 
missioners will take, They will 
be under the direction of a Min- 
ister whose life has been spent in 
close association with the monied 
interests of the country; with 
men who profit from the exclu- 
sion of foreign goods from the 
Canadian market, and from the 
monopoly in buying and selling 
have amassed fortunes. Natur- 
ally and necessarily the Minister 
sees the tariff from the viewpoint 
of these men, considers that good 
for the country which is good 
for them, and that bad for the 
country that is not to their en 
| richment. 

Be his intentions what they 
may, Mr. White has been trained 
in the wrong school to be able to 
direct the investigations of the 
tariff commission with the inter 
ests of the great producing and 
consuming masses of the people 
in mind. He is of the classes, and 
tlerefore for the classes as 
against the people.

dictated by the imterests of the 
school in which he 
trained. 

Mr. White owes his position to 
his suceessful fight against giv- 
ing the Canadian farmer th 
privilege of selling his products 
in the markets of the United 
States. Does any one imagine 
that Mr. White will direct the 
tariff commission to look impar 
tially into the question of whe 
ther the Canadian farmer could 
make money by having that priv 
ilege and using it? And whether 
the country would be the bette: 
or the worse off for giving him 
the privilege?’ On this questior 
the Minister has already taker 
sides in the

clare for reciprocity without be 
lying the whole campaign whict 
he and his friends: made five 
months ago, and without saerific- 
ing the support of those who pro 
fit through the denial of a new 
inarket to the farmer. Is it likely

As certain as tactics are tactics 
so certain is it that if the com 
mission is told to investigate thi 
reciprocity question at all it wil! 
be to investigate it for the pur- 
pose of proving its disadvantages 
and minimizing its advanatages 
Partiality is a neeessary condi 
tion of the case, even supposing 
any investigating of this ques 
tion is allowed by the Minister. 

Or take the question of the 
mergers. This is one of the most 
important questions before the 
Canadian people tocay. It really 
involves the question of whether 
the masses or the classes are to 
rule this country. What is 
known is that within a short tim 
companies with a total capital of 
135 million dollars have joined 
into mergers and issued stock 
worth 335 millions, and that for 
100 millions of this stock not a 
dollar in money was paid, Yet 
that stoek for which nothing was 
paid is worth something on the 
market, and is'expeeted to be- 
come worth par value sometime 
in the future. One of the things 
which is counted on to make it 
worth par value is the tariff, 1 
the tariff is let alone—or boost 
ed—-the mergers will be able t 
pay dividends on this watered 
stock—and to thus make a dol 
lar’s worth of the stoek worth 
a dollar in money.
